Estimate of the tree crop of 
Navel oranges for the season soon 
to get under way is 1750 carloads 
from the packing houses served 
by the Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit 
exchange, according to H. B. Har- 
low, manager. 

While the crop is lighter than 
last year, the sizes will be larger. 

{The estimate of 1750 carloads is 
for the crop on the trees, and will 
be reduced considerably by cull- 
age. Frost and wind damage fre- 
quently cause cullage. 

Last year approximately 1750 
carloads of Navels were shipped 
by the local exchange. Marketing

Succumbing to an illness of sev- 
eral weeks, Col. Wallace C. Tay- 
lor passed away shortly after 12 
noon Thursday at his ranch home

Colonel Taylor was a4

Colonel Taylor was born May 
26, 1872, in Wenona, Ill., the son 
of the late Senator and Mrs. Cadet 
Taylor, and brother of the late 
Herbert B. Taylor. Several years 
of his boyhood were spent in 
| Washington, D.C., and then in 
1886 the family moved to Omaha. 
He graduated, president of his 
class, from the Omaha high school 
in 1891. 

Shortly thereafter he helped 
form a military company, which 
later became the Thurston Rifies, 
and as an officer thereof he par- 
ticipated with them in many suc- 
cessful drill competions through- 
out the country. 

SERVES WITH HONOR 

At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war the Rifles were call- 
|ed to active service, and as cap- 

tain of Company L, later as major, 
of the First Nebraska Regiment, 
| he served in the Philippine Islands 
with marked distinction through- 
{out the entire war and the insur- 
{rection which followed. 

When the regiment 








was dis- 


charged from further active ser- | 


vice, he was commissioned in the 
39th U. S. Vol. Infantry, served 


to this country. 

He then helped to organize the 
Philippine constabulary. His re- 
| Sponsibilities were many and his 
duties hazardous, and he fulfilled 
these with the same ability, faith- 
fulness and brilliance which mark- 
ed his entire career. He was as- 
sistant chief of the constabulary, 
being in sole charge of the Islands 
| for months at a time during the 
| absence of the chief. On two oc- 
casions he was offered a commis- 
sion in the regular army, but pre- 
ferred other 

He was twice wounded, once so 
severely that he had less than an 
even chance for recovery. 

Feb. 25, 1914, he was married 
to Miss Jeannette H. Lewis of Los 
Angeles, and his eldest son, Wal- 
lace C., Jr., was born in the 
lands.

In general, trees 
will be placed along the outer bor- 
ders of the park and along the an- 
ticipated right-of-way of Elev- 
enth street extension. 

The park landscaping project 
also provides for the development 
of various recreational projects 
and improvements and the trees 
will be placed in accordance with 
the planned program.

Upland During 194 


Nineteen hundred and forty should be an important year 


for Upland. 

In just a few days after the old year passes, work is 
scheduled to start in the setting out of 4,000 trees on the 
city’s park land on San Bernardino road. 

An eyesore on South Euelid avenue will likely be remov- 
ed during 1940. The city council is ready to have the park- 
way extended south to the city limits just as soon as the 
Pacific Electric freight track is removed. Removal of the 
track itself will be a major improvement to the beautiful 
avenue. Extension of the parkway will give Euclid a solid 
earpet of green lawn from Foothill boulevard south through 


Upland and Ontario. 
Other Improvements 


At Euclid and Foothill, Upland has a real opportunity to 


further beautify the widely used intersection. Iaghts plac- 
ed in the pepper trees to focus on the slim, graceful foliage 
would be a sight for all the southland to talk about. Re- 
quest for such a distinctive improvement has been formally 
made to the city council. 

Another improvement that should receive the serious con- 
sideration of the councilmen is the placing of ornamental 
trees along the outer edge of the sidewalks in the business 
district. 

Elections 
All elections should be regarded as important. The right 


to have a voice in choosing who will run the government— 
local, county, state and national—is a privilege that should 
be used seriously. 

Only a few months off is the municipal election. Terms 
of C. Ernest Olson and V. H. Wilson expire. The revived 
interest in local government should be especially active next 
April and voters should be studying the municipal problems 
carefully. 

The presidential primary will be in May and the state 
primary election comes in August, with the general election 
in November. An important school board election will be 
held in June. 

The City Clerk’s Position 


The city councilmen have tentatively agreed to fix the city 
elerk’s salary at $75 a month, effective at the start of the 
new term next spring. Perhaps that is the right figure, er- 
haps not. Some readjustments will be necessary in the city 8 
bookkeeping routine under the new set-up becatise it 1s ex- 
pected the city clerk will handle all the duties of the office 
and not delegate the bookkeeping work to deputies. 

The person who has been doing the city elerk’s book- 
keeping and accounting work has estimated that it takes 
about 25 per cent of the time. 

The councilmen, however, are in a position to know best 
the work to be done and they will set a fair wage. We 
know the taxpayers hope the councilmen will set a figure 
that is not too high. The readjustment in city hall affairs 
should result in a saving, not an increase.

May Apply for Aid in 
San Bernardino

The New Year marks the be- 
gining of monthly payments by 
the federal government under the 
old-age and survivors insurance 
program of the social security act, 
An amendment to the act, passed 
at the last regular session of Con- 
gress, advanced the payment of 
these benefits by two years. 

Eligible persons in San Bernar. 
Gino, Riverside, Inyo and Mono 
counties will file their applications 
for these benefits with the San 
Bernardino office of the federal 
gocial security board, A. O. Arse- 
neau, manager, has announced. 

These monthly benefits, Arse- 
neau explains, will be -based entire- 
ly on work performed since Jan. 
1, 1937, at jobs covered by the 
scciail security act. All lines of 
commercial and industrial em- 
ployment are under the law. 
Workers in these jobs are requir- 
d to have a social security ac- 
count card. They also pay a tas 
of one per cent of their wages or 
salaries from such employment 
and the employer pays an equal: 


| 


amount. 

The following groups of persons 

are entitled to these benefits: 

(1) Workers of age 65 or more 

who choose to retire and who | 
have worked at jobs covered by 

the social security act in at least 

six calendar quarters since Janu- 

ary 1, 1937, and earned at least 

$50 in each quarter. 

(2) The surviving widow and 
children of a worker who dies af- 
ter Dec. 31 if there is a child un 
der age 16 or under age 18 and in 
school. The deceased worker must 
also have had the six quarters oF 
employment stated above. 

(3) Surviving parents wno were 
wholly dependent on an unmar- 
ried son or daughter may receive 
benefits when each parent attains 
65. The deceased worker must 

ave been fully insured under the 
law at time of death. 

The insurance payments, ac- 
eceding to Arseneau, should not 
be confused with public assistance 
to the needy aged, needy blind or 
needy dependent children. Pub- 
lic assistance programs are con- 
ducted by the state and locar 
county governments. 

The payments starting with the 
New Year are paid to “insured’’ 
workers or their surviving family.

November 5—General election, 
with the final run-off for Presiden- 
tial candidates and scores of as- 
pirants for other offices.
